Professor 
Herbert. Osbpru, of the 


Ohio Stale University, gives the fol- 
lowing: 
"During the last of Septem- 


ber and in October the females will 
be found depositing eggs, a process 
which may be easily observed in al- 
most any pasture. They select paths 
or places where the earth is packed 
quite hard by the tramping of stock; 
the abdomen is pushed down into the 
earth, the sharp egg guides serving 
as a sort of augur to bore into the 
ground. 
The eggs are placed at a 


depth of one-half to one inch beneath, 
the surface, and are held together in 
a compact mass by a glutinous sub- 
stance which hardens and serves as a 
protective covering for the eggs dur- 
ing the winter. 
The hatching of the 


eggs does not occur until May or June 
of the coming season." 


Fall or winter 
plowing will turn 


these egg masses up where they will 
freeze during the winter or Is eaten 
by birds, chickens, etc. Disking, while 
not. as good as plowing, will also serve 
to destroy grasshopper eggs. 


Grasshoppers are never very numer- 


ous during a wet season, but. if next 
summer should be dry there is pretty 
apt to be plenty of them, inasmuch aa 
they are so p l e n t i f u l this summer.

soil is underlaid with a heavy clay, 
hardpi'u. sand, or limestone rock, it 
becomes necessary t.o assist nature.

PLENTY OF C H I N C H BUGS. 


I'onsidorablg 
complaint 
is 
being 


heard from many places in this state 
about the prevalence of chinch bugs. 
They marie their appearance in the 
wheat and from there they have gone 
into the corn (ields. in some places 
doing 
much 
injury. 
Sgnie. farmers 


have raised tile question whether they 
should sow wheat this fall because of 
the. 
large number of bugs. 
We would 


say, yes, sow wheat because climatic 
conditions next season may be such 
that there will 
be 
no chinch bupa. 


However, we 
would advise that all 


rubbish and weeds along fences be 
cleaned up, for the adult chinch blips 
pass the winter under any objects that 
offer protection from 
wet 
anrl cold. 


Remove the corn fodder from the field 
before spring and disturb the winter 
ouarlors of the bugs as much a? pos- 
sible.—-Kxtension Department, Colloga 
of Agriculture, Ohio State University.
